F Paris. 
HRISTIAN DIOR,: the 
man who gave women 
the New Look after the 
austerity of World War H, 
creator of the Tulip Line, 
the A-line, the H-line and 
now the Freedom Line — 
La Ligne Libre — is the 
success story of the past 
deonde. 


Exactly ten years ago, on 
February 12, 1847, on uninown 
designer, showed his first Haute 
Couture Collection at No. 30 
Avenue Montalme In one of the 
smartest districts of Parls, 

The New Look which he in- 
troduced, featuring longer and 
fuller skirts, coused an im- 


mediate sensation and was on.

The two half yearly  collec- 
tions are shown on an average

M. Dior’s workers sny that 
success has not changed the 
man who bears the title of

Simple, hard-working, and 
publicity-shy concerning him- 
self, he is seldom scen at largo 
cocktail parties or — recoptions, 
but will regularly visit any of 
his employees who may be ill 
in hospital, It js a tradition 
that when any member of the 
staff hos a baby, Monsicur Dior 
Personally gives the entire 
layctte, 


He leads a regular and quict 
llfe, arriving at his office 
promptly at 9 o'clock every 
morning, he works until 2 p.m., 
when o cup of tea and somo 
biscults are served to idm on 
a tray, Before the opening of a 
Collection,- he frequently works 
through tho night, snatching a 
few hours’ sleep on a divan In 
the office, . 


His diverslans ore simple—an 
occasional smaller dinner with

Christian Dior was born in 
1205, at Granville, on the At- 
lantic coast. His father was an 
industrialist, and the fomily 
soon moved permanently to 
Paris where the young man 
became Interested in art, and 
eventually opened a small pic- 
ture gallery, which rapidly went 
bankrupt. 

A casual friend who happen- 
ed to be a dresy designer, sug- 
gested that the young Dior 
should try his hand at fashion.

Returning to Paris, about half 
these drawings go “Into work” 
in muslin, executed by the 
heads of the various workshops, 
M. Dior uses 22 miles of this 
pattern toile cach season. 

Even before reaching this 
stage, many models have al- 
ready been eliminated, leaving 
the nucleus of the future Col- 
lection, with about 300 pieces.
